It Is Extendlngr Over the Bifferent 
DivlsioiiB and Is Paralyzing: 
Traffic. 



lojnnction Obtained to Prevent Inter 
ference With the Company's 
BoUiner Stock. 



St. Paul, Minn., April 18. — Tho crisis 
has come in tho Great Northern striko and 
tho company will from this play its hand 
with aternnesB. Judge Sanborne, of tho 
U.S. Court of Appeals, to-day granted an 
injunotion against the strikers in both Min- 
nesota and Norttl Dikota, and cited them 
to appear in his court in St. Paul, April 27, 
to show cause why "each of thorn should 
not be onjolned and constrained from dis- 
abling or rendering in any wise unlit for con- 
venient and immediate use any ongines, cars 
or other property of tho Great Northern 
Railway Company for use in interstate com- 
merco, for carrying of mails or governinenl 
supplies, and from interfering in any m-.-.n- 
ner with the jjOBseosion of any locomotive, 
oAis or any other property of said Great 
Northern Railway Co." 

United States Marshall Beed immedi- 
ately swore in a Idi-gu number of extra 
deputies and iiianihals and sent thoni to tho 
points. It ia stated at labor headijuurters 
to night that the aide-tracking and uncoup- 
ling of trains will be discontinued until the 
strikers can take legal advice. 

Vice-l*residcnt Howard of tho American 
Railway Union said this afternoon that tho 
injunction would not iifToet the present 
situation and that the men would continue 
work in St. Paul and Minneapolis up to to- 
morrow. The developments out along tho 
line to-day were in the direction of tying up 
the rood a little tighter. The shopmen, 
switchmen, trainmen and sectionnien at 
Barnesvillo quit their places at fnidnight 
and to-day the short branch from Morris to 
Brown's valley was tied up by the refusal of 
the men at Morris to move their trains. Tho 
attempt to embroil the Northern Pacific has 
failed. To-day the Northern Pacific yard 
master at Helena was instructed by the 
Fuperiutendent of tho Rooky Mountain 
(livision not to handle Great Northern 
oirs until farther notico. Lirimore, 
N.D. , this afternoon took a decided 
stand in favor of the strikers 
and wired a potition to tho post office depart- 
ment rei|ucsting an immediate adjustment 
of tho mail irrenulurities. Tho petition snys 
tho men stand ready to take out tho mail 
oar, but tho company refuses to send it out 
unle.«3 the regular train is taken. The 
Sanborne injunction was served on tho 
striko leaders at Fargo and Grand Forks 
late this afternoon. F^rom Devil's Livke tho 
mails and passengers are being taken across 
the country by livery twenty miles to tho 
Northern Pacific branch at Minnwacuken. 

Grand Master Kargcnt and Grand Chief 
Arthur hud a conference with President 
Hill and Manager Case to-day, and it 
developed that the Bremen and engineers 
had no grievance against the company, and 
were ready to resume work as soon as their 
trains could bo manned with competent 
men. At Vankton,S. 1)., the strike ia now 
complete; not a wheel turned to-day, and 
all the trainmen and track luhorern uru idle. 

MiKNEAi'Oi.i.s, Minn., April IS. — Tho 
(iroat Northern employes here have decided 
to striko. At 1 o'clock this morning a mns- 
songer was sent to .St. I'aul to get permis- 
sion to striko from President Uebs and Vico- 
President Howard, of the Amertoaa Eail- 
Vr-ay Union, and thty confidently expect to 
strike at 3 a. m.

KELLY'S ARMY. 

Another Brigade of UuRmpIoyed liidnstriiilu 
Camped Near Council Bluffs- Their 
Jonruey AYIII Be a Rough One. 

Omaha, April 18. — Tho Kelly army is 
still in camp six miles east of Council Bluffs, 
whore it has been since Monday night. It 
will probibly move this afternoon to a bet- 
ter camp, a mile away. It is nearly out of 
food, but the Omaha citizens and labor or 
ganiz&tions are getting up a dinner for 
it. Tho industrials were soaked in the rain 
last night. The owner of the Ghatanqua 
pavilion has against the protest of the mili 
tia given a permit to use it two days in case 
of rain. No train to carry the army is in 
sight and the Chicago roads and Iowa au- 
thoritte« are evidently bent on making the 
path of this army so rough as to deter any 
others from attempting to follow. The 
KoUy mon stand their privatiena uncom- 
plainingly and make as light of them 
as pnasiblo. No orders have been 
given Kelly to move on. Upon the urgent 
rtquent of tho citizens of Council Biuir-i, 
Governor Jackson has ordered tho militia 
which has b.oon guarding Kelly's army 
withdrawn to Council Bluff-i transfer depot, 
leaving the army six miles away. This 
action was taken with a view to preventing 
a threatened uprising of people that would 
drive away tho militia and Cipturo a train 
for the army. Seventy men from Reno, 
Nevadu, who say they are going to join 
Kelly, with E. Gorman, a minor, in oom- 
mund, stopped at Grand Island to-day. 
Ho snya 200 men are two days behind them 
on the aaino mission. 



COBOURG EN FETE, 

Qiieen Victoria Formally Received by 
the Authorities— Grand Mili- 
tary Demonstrations. 

Kaiser Wllhelm Met by All the Princes 
-The City Brilliantly 
Illnminated. 



CoBOL'RO, April 18. — The city is a mass 
of decorations, tho main thoroughfares be- 
ing spanned by arches. At tho first of tho 
arches Queen Victoria was met by the 
Mayor and Council of Cobourg, who pre- 
sented Her Majesty with an address of wel- 
come. At tbia arch tho Queen also re- 
viewed her German regiment, the Dragoon 
Guards, which Emperor William had sent 
to Cobourg in order to escort Her Majesty 
during hor stay here. Another grand 
military reception followed on the Schloss 
platz, in front of the ducal palace, where 
the Queen will stand on tho day of the 
wedding. All the church bells through the 
city were rung in honor of tho Queen of 
England. At S:2."> last night tho Prince 
of Wales arrived. 

Tho Emperor William reached hero this 
evening. All the princes in tho city went 
in full uniform to the station to moot him. 
After tho customary embraces and kisses, 
the liniperor inspected tho guards of honor. 
He rode in a oarriaqo with tho Prince of 
Wales and the Duke of Sixo-Cobourg-Gotha 
to tho castle. Enormous crowds along tho 
route cheered him, while tho guns at the 
castlo fired a salute. The weather ia per- 
fect. All the houses in the oity are brilliantly 
illuminated and the publio resorts are 
thronged. 

REBELLIOUS POLES. 

Severe Fighting at Detroit— Rioters Shot 
Dead— Many Persons .Seriously 
lu.jurcd. 

Detuoit, April 18 — In a fight which oc- 
curred about noon to-day in Groase Point 
township, just over the easterly county 
boundary line, between a force of Polish 
laborers seeking employment on the city 
water works extension, Sheriff Collins was 
probobly fatally injured, two Polish rioters 
were shot dead and half a dozon more were 
seriously injured, at least three fatally. A 
police ollicer was badly hurt, and as the 
result tho county jail is to-night 
fill(!d with fifty of tho rioters. 
The trouble really began yesterday, when 
Engineer Williams, of tho waterworks, 
sought to introduce a system of paying the 
men by tho cubic yard of excavation, instead 
of n dally wage rato. Tho Polish laborers 
rebelled at this, and as a result tho Water 
board decided to suspend operations. This 
morning Engineer Williams and a small 
force of men, accompanied by Sheriff Col- 
lins and five deputies, went to tho scene of 
yesterday's disturbance to roniovo tho oity 
water department tools. Thoro were .'iOO 
Polish laborers there, who made demonstra- 
tions of violence, with tho result above 
stated. 

CUNSPIRACY AND SEDITION. 

Important Kevelatlona llegiirdlng a Move- 
ment to Deliver Sicily Into the Hands 
of the Soclnllsts. 

Pai.er.mo, April 18. — Tho examination of 
witnosaoB in tho trial of Deputy Giuseppe 
do Felice was begun yesterday. Several 
profeots of police have been oalled to the 
stand to prove the ohargo of conspiracy and 
sedition. All testified that tho Fasoi do la 
Viroteri, whoso chief deputy do Felice was, 
had organized tho turbulent olemonta of the 
Sicilion people for a revolutionary con- 
spiracy. They said it had drawn money from 
France, England and other countries. Tho 
plot has b'jon to overthrow tho Sicilian 
authorities and deliver the whole inland into 
tho bands of the Socialists. Numerous let- 
ters and papers and much printed matter 
wcro submitted to prove tho seditious aims 
of the Faeei and the chief. Ono prefect 
gave evidence concerning a compromising 
dispatch sent by Deputy Felice to an Italian 
abroad. " Wo are at the beginning of tho 
end," was one sentence ia the dispatch. 
Tho cxumination of witnesses is likely to 
lust for wooka, as the government will call 
120 poraons and the defence has 250.

Ottawa, April 18— Hon. Mr. MlUa 
(Both well) will move that steps be taken to 
introduce fur seal into Hudson Bay. 

C. H. Hamilton, assistant manager of the 
Alaska Trading Co. , Is here to-day. He had 
interviews with Hon. Mr, Daly and the 
British Columbia members to urge that cus- 
toms and inland revenue ofBciala, as well as 
mounted police, bo stationed in the Yukon 
country. Mr. Hamilton says the Washing- 
ton authorities assured him that customs 
oflicera would bo placed in the interior of 
Alaska this aummor. 

At the Grit caucus held this morning, Mr. 
Scriver wus ro-electod chairman. Tho 
French treaty was thoroughly disouaaed. 
Several Quebec Grits favor its ratification, 
us well us the fast Atlantic servloe. There 
waa difficulty, however, In harmoniz'ng the 
liverao views. 

A deputation of canners urge changes in 
tho duties on canned goods. 

Hon. Mr. Angers has introduced a bill to 
amend the lasuranoe act, which provides a 
change in the nature of the securities which 
may be deposited for the benefit of the 
policy holders. No company may combine 
life with any otlier class of insurance bnsi- 
nesa. 

The Toronto Board of Trade has sent ita 
legal representative here to urge that there 
be no reversion to the old official assignee 
arrangement involved in tho act of 1875. 

Mr. MoDougall called attention to the 
Russian seizures of Canadian vessels in June 
1802 

Sir C. H. Tupper said the damages due to 
Canadian vessels would be fixed as soon as 
the means of assessing the damages were 
provided. 

Hon. Mr, Luurier moved for copies of the 
memorials ond petitions of the seal fisher- 
men in British Columbia for compensation 
by the Imperial Government or the Cana- 
dian Government for losses arising out of the 
award of tho Paris tribunal. 

Sir C. H. Tupper said no momoriala had 
been received. He had seen in tl .i public 
press that the British Columbia sc .lers in- 
tended holding a meeting to protest against 
tho conditions of the award, but hi- did not 
believe that such a meeting had bi en held. 
A.S a matter of fact tho largest sealiug fieet 
known on the British coast had gone to sea 
this season. The fleet was the same as last 
year, and this was the largest in the history 
of Canadian seal fishing. 

Tho motion was withdrawn.

SCOTTISH MEASDRB8. 

The Bill Provldliis: for a Special Committee 
Declared to be a .Sop— It Is an 
Experiment. 

London, April 18. — Tho bill introduced 
yesterday into the House of Commons by 
Sir George Trovelyan, secretary for Scot- 
land, providing for the appointment of a 
oommittee of eighty-seven members of the 
House, including Scotch members, to con- 
Bider measures relative to Scotland, was 
again up yesterday. 

Bt. Hon. O- J. GoBohen, chancellor of the 
exchequer in Lord Saliabury's last adminis- 
tration, asked whether a slmQar committee 
would be appointed to conBider Irish meas- 
ures. The bill, he declared, was a Bop to 
Scotchmen, aa the evicted tenants bill was a 
sop to Irishmen, thrown out to secure their 
support of the budget. 

Rt. Hon. Henry Campbell-Bannermon, 
replying, admitted that the bill waa an in- 
novatiou, but said that if it waa found safe 
for Scotch business it would be extended to 
Ireland. He accused the Conservatives of 
opposing the nieaaurea simply to withhold 
from the Government the credit of any 
paragraph of tho bills. He saw no reason 
why Ireland and Waica should not have 
similar bills if they v/antod them. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Balfour introduced an 
amendment declining to aanction the pro- 
position. Tho amendment waa rejeoted by 
a vote of 232 to 21. 



PBOTBCTIOH FOE WA.ESHIPS. 

Celluloid to tie Used as an Experiment on 
11.8. Cruiser "Columbia." 

" The cruiser Columbia ia to be provided 
with a protective wall of cellulose, which is 
to be packed against the aides of her hull," 
aaid a Mare ialand olEolal who waa en route 
from the Bast. "The material to be used 
oonaiita of the ground fiber from the outer 
ahell of the ooeouiat, after the fiber hua 
been treated for the removal of all glutinua 
matter. While cellulose affords bat 
little resistance to the penetration 
of projectiles, it poaseases tho re- 
markable quality of expanding very 
quickly when moistened. Any hole made 
by a shot in tho side of a vessel would bo 
immediately olosed by tho expansion of tho 
calluloao and tho inflow of water would thus 
be prevented. Some objection has been 
made to the uao of tho material because of 
its alleged unhoalthfulneaa and for various 
other roasona, but inasmuch as 40 vessels 
of the French navy have been fitted out 
with this novel sort of protective armor, and 
as it has boon introduced in other navies as 
well, it ia thoueht that the proposed experi. 
ment on tho Columbia ia well worth trying."

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POISONING AT WHOLESALE. 

A Lady in High Social Ciiclps iu 
Belgfiiini An ested for 
Murder. 



Insured tlie Lives of Her Rolativcs 
and Theu Made Away 
Witli Theiu. 



Aktwerp, April IS. — Madame Mario 
Iheceaa Junisnz, wife of M. Henry Joniaux, 
ohief state engineer of roads and bridgeB In 
tlie province of Aniworp, was arrested to- 
day by tho jjolico on a charge of havini; 
poisoned Bevern! of her rolutirog in order to 
obtain tlio atnouQC i f inauranco ou tlieir 
llvei. As Midamo Juniaux occupied a 
prominent) position in soaieey in Antwerp, 
and in other social centres of the Kingdom, 
lier arrest has excited u proiound seneation. 
Though there are many who bulievo her in- 
nocout of tha crime which is charged, it is 
said thut tho uuthuritios arc in poasesslon of 
the inoaC dumngiDg evidence against her. 
Indeed, they cli»im tliiic they would have 
beeu justitied in urrest^ing her some time 
ago uu tho evidence in their posees- 
eioa; but have been so strongly dis- 
posed to give her the benttit uf 
every doubt that they refrained from igl(i>;g 
her into custody until the aocuniulntion of 
evidence against! her forbade them longer to 
permit her to enjoy her liberty. Mddume 
Joniaux, who was born in 1842,18 the daugh- 
ter of the eminent Belgian Oeneral Ablay 
and niece of a former aide-de-oamp on tho 
staff of King Leopold. Though she wua 
neyer wealthy in her own right, her high 
family oonneotions and the great} wealth of 
in<«oy of her relatives, assured her an envi- 
able social position. Mile. Ablay was mar- 
ried at about the age of 22 to Frederiolt 
Faber, the author of a bok entitled "The 
French Theatre in Belgium," and other 
works. She lived with him until he died in 
1881. In I8SG Mmo. Faber was married 10 
M. Jouiaux. Although M. Joniaux's 
income waa confined to a salary 
of only lO.UUO franca u year, and hia wito 
was virtually without private means, they 
lived in groac style and nmintained a mug- 
nifioent estal)liBhment in a largo mansion in 
the Rue do Verviers, where they eatertainod 
lavishly tho relatives for whose murder 
Mme Joniaux has been taken into custody. 

Tho first of Mme. Joniaux'a alleged vic- 
tims was her OA-n aiator, Mllo. Leenio 
Ablay, who wua uninarried and resided with 
tho Jouiauxa. ^\ hen Mile. Ablay died it 
w.'va announced that the cauao of her death 
was iDfluecza. A abort time subaefjuent ro 
her burial it was learned that her life hud 
bseu insured for 10,000 franca in favor of her 
niece, the daughter of Mme. Joniaux by her 
first husband, M. Faber, and It was further 
found that the promiumeon tho polioioi had 
been paid by the Joniauxs. Tho next victim 
was Mme. Joniaux's brother, M. Alfred 
Oblay, who was formerly a captain in the 
Belgian army but had been retired, Shortly 
after his retirement he emigrated to Buenos 
Ayres, where he led a dissolute life. After 
pursuing the career of a gambler in various 
parts of the Argentine Bepublio for some 
time, he obtained employment as a railway 
condnctor, but was unable to hold his posi- 
tion on aooonnt of his habits, and in 1877 he 
returned to Antwerp. Snbaeciiiently he en- 
gaged in oommeroial pursuits in Paris and 
Algiers, but was able to do no better than 
to make a bare living, and in February last 
he oame to Antwerp to live with his sister. 
A few weeks after establisbiog himself with 
his sister he died, as given out, from henrc 
disease. Hia life was insured for lUU.OOU 
franca for the benefit of hia sister two days 
before hia death, tho premium, as in the 
caao of Mme. Ablay, being paid by the 
JoniauxB. The third victim was Jacques 
Vandou Kerchovo, a wealthy uncle of Mine. 
Joniaux, who was extenaivoly engaged in 
cotton manufacture in Ghent. M. Kerchove, 
who was a man of gigantic atature and 
robust health, paid u visit to hia niece, uc 
whoso house ho intended to remain a few 
vveeka. While ho waa tho gueat of Mmo. 
Joniaux ho died, aa it w:ia said, from 
cereliral congestion. M. Kcrchove'e life 
waa inaurecl for a largo sum in favor of Mme. 
Joniaux, the policies having been token out 
only a fow weeka before hia death aud a 
few days after hia arrival at Mine. Jouiaux'e 
house. 

The sucof ssion of sudden deaths at Mme. 
Joniaux's residence of persona whose lives 
were insured for hor benefit aronaed the 
Busplcion of the police, and inveotigulionB 
have developed overwholniing proof of her 
guilt. The bodies of Mnie. and ex Capt&in 
Ablay and M. Kerohove have been exhumed 
and examined with the result of finding 
unmistakable traces of poison in each. 

EXTENSIVE FIRE. 

A Considerable Portion of tho City of Voko- 
hauia Destroyed. 

San FBANCiscn, April IS, — The steamer 
Pjru, which hua arrived from Yokohama, 
brings news of a disastrous lira at that placo 
which destroyed property in an area a quar- 
ter of a mile square, and by which two 
marines from the IJ.S. steamer Marion, 
named Moore and Woods, as well as four 
Japanese women, were burned to death. 
The destroyed district waa a portion of tho 
town set aside by the government for women 
of tho demi-monde, mrst of whom had re" 
tired when tho tiro broke out. Sailors from 
the men-of-war Baltimore and Marion wore 
landed and gavo clTcutual assistance in sub- 
duins the fire, which was extinguished in a 
little over two hours after it started. 



CUB IN MUNITIONS SEIZED. 

An AiuiTli'un VcbbcI Seized on Her Wiiy to 
tho yuenn Isliiiul of tho Antilles. 

New Youk, April 18.— The Spanish con- 
sulate in this city received a dispatoh to- 
day from the Spanish consul at Nuevitas, 
Cuba, saying the authorities there hud 
seized the steamship Alert, from New York, 
200 guns and a lot of arms and ammunition 
intended for tho Cuban inaurgents. Consul- 
General Baldasano, Vico-Cnneul Castro and 
Chancollor Tornos proceeded to tho custom 
house to ask Collector Kilbroth to make an 
investigation. It waa found that the Alert 
was a Norwegian vessel which cleared for 
,Cuba on March 22. There was nothing in 
the manifest entered at the custom house to 
show that she carried other than general 
merchandise. Collector Kilbretb will con. 
tinue the Investigation.

U. S. INTERESTS IN SAMOA. 

Pri'sldciit ClevelaiKl L'rp:i'd N'ot to Give Up Ita 
Ciiiiniu'relal rroapucta lu the riielUc. 

(I'^rom tho San Francisco BulU'tlo,) 
IVealileut Cleveland is said to bo desirons 
of dropping our connootlon with tJamoi and 
leaving Great Britain and tiermany to 
soltlo matters among thomaolvos. He 
thinka that American intereata there are not 
great enough to warrant the trouble of 
looking after tlio aflairs of Samoa, and that 
tho present arrangement is un-Amorioun. 

It is true that American commercial inter- 
ests are not so largo in Samoa as those of 
Germany ond England. It is equally true 
that they will become considerably smaller 
under German or British administration of 
the islands. It is further true that 
under American administration they 
would become considerably larger 
than at present. Samoa imports 
principally haberdashery, trinkets, lumber, 
tinned provisions and machinery. Under 
American administration we could praotio. 
ally monopolize the three latter lines of 
business, and could gradually enlarge our 
trade in tho others. Tho chief exports of 
tho islands are copra, cotton and coffee. 
Recently the trade of Samoa has fallen off 
because of the unsettled state of affairs. 
The islands have an area of 1,701 square 
miles, and the conditions of soil and olimate 
render them highly productive. Like all 
the other Polynesian peoples,. the natives 
are dylafi out. .Ihey now number about 
thirty-six thousand. Under white rule the 
islands would become populona and pros- 
perous, and a considerable factor in tho 
future trade of Ocoanioa. That trade should 
bo dominated by tho United States. 

Germany and Great Britain are both said 
to bo diasatlafiod with the present status in 
Samoa. But Instead of aoeking to lot go, 
they are each conaidering how to hold on. 
Their statesmen have morn grip than Mr. 
Cleveland. In fact, ho will not hold on to 
that in the Pacific which is put into his 
baud. If ho wants to let go, both of these 
Powers will help him, while congratulating 
themaolves ou hia weakueBs, 

It may be asBumed that if we let go of 
Samoa either Groat Britain or Germany will 
obtain oxcluaivo control. The ialands will 
not he allowed to revert to native manage- 
ment. Aa a German colony the work of 
crowding out American in favor of German 
trade would at once begin. As a British 
colony It would, like Fiji, deal chiefly with 
Great Britain and her Australasian colonies. 
In this connection it may be worth noting 
that the foreign trade of Fiji has an annual 
value, under British promotion, of from $2,- 
500,000 to $3,000,000— a matter worth look- 
ing after. 

Samoa is on tho direct route from San 
Francisco, via Hawaii, to New /Zealand and 
Australia. It is equally on tho now Cana- 
dian Pacific route. Are wo to voluntarily 
give up our commercial prospects In tho Pa 
clfio because Ms, Cleveland and the Demo 
oratio party have not grit enough to hold on 
to them ! 



EXTENSIYE SUiYEB COINAGE. 

Several of the Native States of India Turn- 
Ins Oat Kupeea In Fabnlons 
jnms. 

(From the San Francisco Bulletin.) 

We got a curious piece of information 
from the Peking Times, an English paper 
published in that city. It is to the effect 
that tho mints of several of tho native states 
of India, since tho duty of 5 per cent, on 
the importation of silver laid on by tho 
Engliah Eaal Indian Government went into 
effect, have been turning out rupoea iu euma 
which are simply fabulous. Oqo little atate 
— that of Pariabghar — ia said to bo minting 
800,000 rupees a day, though it bus only 
HO.OOU inhabitants, and a still Btmdler state 
r)00,000 rupee.i. But theau ainounta are In- 
crodiblo, for tho reaaon that the bjat of our 
eejuipped rnlnta wduld not bo able to coin 
SUO.OOO rupees, in less than two weeks. 

It inuy be aaaunied that theoo little States 
are coining silver quite heavily. They have 
been keen enough to perceive that the wild 
financial policy that hua been adopted in 
Calcutta gives them a chai to make what 
wo should call a handsome " turn." The 
mints under tho control of the British Gov- 
ernment have all been closed to silver for 
some time. Tho purpose waa to make tho 
rupee more vaiuuMe by ato^jpirg the coin- 
age and creating a BCJircity. To make suro 
that tlio achcnio wnuld work the import 
duty of fivu p'lr cent, on silver was subse- 
(juently imposed. But the action of the 
native mints is likely to defeat that purposo 
In one respect, while the import duty 
threatens the trade which India has with 
China. 

Chinee mercantile transactions are car- 
ried on iu Sycoo silver, which is pure silver 
in b*r8. The duty means that China will 
have to pay 5 per cent, more for whatever 
she purchases in India. The Peking Times 
suggests that it would have been wiacr on 
tho part of the English Government of India 
to havo put an export tax on silver pasaing 
from ita torrUory into tho native atatea. It 
ia evident from these facta that the Cal- 
cutta (jovernmenl has made a nice muddle 
of its finances. It mity havo buforo long to 
default in its intercit, na Guatemala haa 
already done, and as Mexico before long 
may be forced to do, and all this will bo an 
object-lesson which grasping Engliah mono- 
metallists will be likely to fully comprehend.

Tho 
new Government when the election trials aro 
over may or may not have a majority. Mat- 
ters will be in an uncertain condition until 
olectiona havo been held to fill tho seats 
made vacant by the conrta. The oandidatea 
in tho by-elections will, it is safe to conclude, 
be a good deal more careful than thoy wore 
at the general election. Corruption ut oloo- 
tions appears to have been tho rulo in Now 
foundland. As long us the Asaeiiibly hud 
the power to try couteated election cosea 
tho party in power very aeldom lost a seat; 
but it is very different under a more string 
ent law, and when the oases are tried by 
tho judges of the courts.

A REDISTRIBUTION BILL. 

A Redistribution Bill has been laid before 
the Ontario Legialature. It appears to be 
regarded aa a tolerably fair ono by even the 
Opposition. When the Hamilton Spectator, 
commenting upon it, says " tho Ontario 
Goveroment has done partly well and partly 
ill," the reader who knows anything about 
Ontario newspupera will instantly conclude 
that there can be very little to find 
fault with in tho measure. The changes 
aeem to nlf.oc the citioa of the province only. 
The rural diatricta remain aa thoy wore. 
tToronto, Hamilton and Ottawa get each an 
additional member. This givea Toronto 
four membera, Ottawa two and Hamilton 
two. 

Although the representation of Ontario ia 
suppose i 10 be based upon popul.ition, tho 
redistribution which the fjiberal (iovornmcnt 
of Ontario has made ia very far indeed from 
being matbematioaily proportional. For 
instance, Toronto, which has a population of 
185,000, is represented in the Legislature 
by only four mcmbora; while Wontworth, 
whooo population ia ;!0,()00, aonda two mem- 
bers, and North Brant, with a popu- 
lation of 12,000, has one. If population 
alone were made the baaia of representation 
Toronto, instead of having four members, 
«faould have twelve to be in proportion with 
Wentworth, and fifteen to be as well repre- 
sented as North Brant. Even in Toronto 
the representation la not in proportion to 
population. The moiiibor for Ejat Toronto 
will represent 35,059 inhabitanta, while the 
member for South Toronto represents 50,'2i>2. 
The righteous souls of the sticklers for 
mathen'iacical representation in this Prov- 
ince must be vexed to »eo auoh anomalies in 
their model Province. There ia no doubt 
good reason for tho ditFerencea we havo no- 
ticed, but tho i^rowlera in British Columbia 
caa not with consistency make allowancca 
for them. The rule of three is the only rulo 
of repioaentation that thoy recognize. 



An ogitntion in favor of Homo Rulo for 
Scotland haa been going on quietly for some 
time. This agitation does not mean that 
tho peoplo of Scotland aro disaatiafied with 
thoir union with England, or that they 
dream of aspiring to independence. All 
that the Sootoh Home Rulers want is a mere 
change in the administration of local nlTairs 
that will have no more aerioua national 
effect than had the extension of county gov- 
ernment to England. 

There have been eerioua complainta, both 
in England and Scotland, that Parliament 
haa a great deal too much to do, and that it 
cannot got through tho work prepared for it 
and which it la expected to do. Thinking 
men havo said that much of tho work now 
done by Parliament could be more (juickly 
and more satisfactorily dono by local bodies. 
Such bodies, they say, ought to be estab- 
llahed, and they should be invested with 
power to manage alfairs that are purely 
local and provincial. 

We in Canada boo the advantogoa of hav- 
ing local Legislatures to do local work. Our 
Provincial Legislatures do important and 
necessary work that the Federal Parliament 
would be sure to neglect or do very badly. 
Many in Scotland feel the neceaaity of legis- 
lative and administrative bodies having 
functions analogous to those of our Provin- 
cial Legislatures ond Provincial Governments. 
Wo in Canada know that such bodies can 
exist and do their work well and ener- 
getioally, without interfering in the least 
with tho powers of the oen^^al Government, 
or without weakening the loyalty ol tho 
people to the Confederation or tho Mother 
Country. Each Province having power to 
manage its local affairs has, we aro convinced, 
a contrary effect. The people, find- 
ing themselves In every respect free 
and not being moddlod with in 
the management of their local allaira 
by tho central Government, havo no 
little irritating grievancea which they find 
it imposaible to remedy. They are satisfied 
with the oonatitntion, and when any num- 
ber of them are displeased with the acts of 
the Dominion Government they place the 
whole blame on the ahouldera tf tho party 
in power. They agitate for a change of 
Uovernment, but never dream of revolution. 

This ia, wo believp, ihi aort of Home Rulo 
which many of Her Majesty's loyol subjecta 
in Scotland want, and which ia foreshadowed 
by tho resolution passed in the House of 
Commons a wcok or two ago. That resolu- 
tion affirmed tho doairability of giving Scot- 
land a distinct Legislature In tho same senso 
aa British Columbia baa a distinct Logisla- 
ture, and does not portend the allghtesli 
change In pational relationa.

A POLITICAL PRBDIGAMENT. 

The political affairs of Newfoundland are 

both complicated and confused. There was 
a general election iu the colony not long ago. 
Although a now law to preserve tho purity 
"of Parliament had been enacted at the sea. 
sion of tho Legislature immediately preced- 
ing the dissolution, the election was con- 
ducted in the old way. The candidates on 
the Government side, bo far from avoiding 
tho very uppearanco of corruption, aeom to 
havo bribed right and loft and to have 
openly held out induoomonts to constitu- 
encies to vote for the Government candi- 
dates, The Government were returned by 
a sweeping majority, but, before very long, 
petitions against tho return of almost every 
membor of that majority wore filed. It was 
pretty well known that they had all, 
or nearly all, violated tho now eloation law, 
and it ia believed that when the caees aro 
tried the Government majority will have 
melted completely away. Two cases were 
tried and tho members — both ministera — 
wore unseated, und it ia believed that all 
tho mombera whoso olectiona are couteated 
will share tho same fate, 

The Government, finding thoir poaition 
moat insecure, wanted the Governor to dis- 
solve the Legialature, but this he refused to 
do. They then resigned and a new miniatry 



AN ENGLISH OPINION. 

Tho London Times apeaks well of the now 
C'anadian tarill'. It bolievea that tho Do 
niiulon haa taken an important atop in the 
lirectiou of tarifiF reform whioh may produce 
very bonefioial reaulta. It is pleased bo- 
oause the greater number of tho changes that 
are proposed are calculated to increuao tho 
trade between Caniula and the mother 

iintry. 

Tho Times tries to show that Canada has 
more to gain from close commercial inter- 
course with Groat Britain than it has from 
reciprocity with the United States. It 
argues iha^, as the productions of Canada 
and of tho Ijnited States aro tho same, or 
nearly tho aamc, Canada will alsvaya lind 
tho United Statoa a formidable competitor 
both in the home market and in the Ameri- 
can market. It goes on to say : 

It ia otherwiao with tho trade between 
tho Dominion and the United Kingdom. 
There the uloments of a prohtahlo (xchuuj'e 
are found iu a ^very marked degree, and if 
the Canadiano are willing to remove or re- 
lax tho rcatrictlouB, imposed under a mia- 
takon tlieory of protecting native induBtry, 
tho vohuno of commercial intercourse might 
bo immediately and very largely increuaeJ, 
to tho groat advantai-o of both parlies. Al- 
ready, though tho total amount of trade bu- 
tweou Canada and the Mother Country ia 
not large, it is a healthy and a growing 
trade. Canadhina take about three timea aa 
much British gooda per head aa the people 
of the United States, and tho disproportion 
would bo vastly greater if tho policy of tho 
Dominion had noi hitherto been such as to 
hamper and narrow the development of a 
natural and profitable system of inter- 
change. 

Tho inlluencea which have caused Canada 
to look to Groat Britain for a market for bor 
producta are atill working, and in all likeli- 
hood will continue to work. The Inoroaee 
of trade between the two oountriea whioh 
baa already taken place will probikbly go on 
aa it haa commenced. Canadian manufac- 
turera have not been injured by that in- 
orcaao, while the other induatriea of tho 
Dominion have been greatly benefitted 
There is nothing that we can see to prevent 
Canada fostering her peculiar industries 
judiciously, while at tho same time ahe ex 
orta herself vigorously and intelligently to 
extend her trade with Great Britain and all 
Great Britain's dependencies. 



THE INVASION OF WASHINGTON. 

Coxey's army moves slowly. The men 
auGTered a good deal from fatigue and cold 
duriniE their mountain march. Finding that 
they could not travel through the rough 
country on foot, the General has doterminod 
to make eighty four miles of his journey by 
water. Uo shipped hia force, numbering 
now not moro than six hundred, in canal 
barges, iu which they are to be convoyed to 
WtlUameport. The discipline appears to be 
botter than it was a short time ago, and 
there ia reason to believe that tho aupply of 
provisiona is both better and more abundant, 

Tho .California contingent was on the 10th 
In Omaha in good trim. 'J'he men marched 
through tho city in fine stylo, with General 
Kelly on a prancing steed at their head, and 
they were cheered by the stiri-ing strains of 
a brass baml. There woro aomo breach on of 
diaoipliuo and not a few dcHurtioaH on the 
journey from Ogden. At Onialiu many citi- 
/.una viaileil the camp, bringing with t.hoin 
gifts of many kinds and also contributing to 
the military ohest quite a handsome sum in 
cash. 

A gentleman whoao name is .John 0. 
Grover haa declared hia intention of taking 
five thouaand of tho unemployed from Cin- 
cinnati to Washington City, und ho la pre- 
pared to plank down tho money to pay ex- 
penses to the tune of $10,000. He doclarea 
that ho has no connection with Coxey, and 
doea not intend to havo. 

Tho Seattle contingent is making pre- 
parations to atart for Washington. It 
appeura that aomo women aro preparing to 
join thia diviaion of tho Industrial Army. 
Denver ia also sending a regiment to join 
Coxey ; and a battalion one hundred and 
fifty atrong has left Eflingham, Indiana, to 
strengthen Coxey's army, Thero are, wo 
see, two hundred and fifty recruits in 
Spokuno waiting for orders. All these re- 
inforcements will not, if thoy over roaoh 
Washington, whioh ia very queationable, 
swell the army to even reapeotable dimen- 
alona. Coxey's army would not then

Thn de- 
faudant .Mitchell excavated tho whole of 
the land but failed to orect tho building or 
pay the purchase price in purjuunce of the 
contract. Hence tho action. The defence 
set up was that tho contract was not madu 
with tho plaintilTa, but, if a contract at 
all, it was made with the C. P. R. 
Co. per J. M. Browning, land commisaioncr, 
and further that if a contract waa eiitab- 
lished as binding upon tho defendant, tho 
judgment pronounced by the trial judge was 
in error in decreeing both rescision of con- 
tract and damages which in fact waa the 
order pronounced, the damogea being fixed 
at §7,500. Tho full court, oonaistiog of 
Messrs. Crease, McCreight and Drak«. JJ-, 
hold that the judgment of tho trial judge 
was in error in decreeing both resoiaion of 
contract and damages, and allowed the 
pluinliirii ten days to elect whioh relief they 
would accept, and tho appeal, although 
allowed in thia particular, would be ao 
allowed without coata.

Three By-laws to Bo Pl.-ieed Before- the reople 
Next Month. 

The City Council met last evening in tho 
Mayor's room, tho chief busineaa being to 
consider the by-law to purchase the agricul- 
tural grounds, bo that it might bo put be- 
fore thd ratepayers at the same time as the 
aewcrage and hospital by-lawe. The Mayor 
presided, the othera proaent being Aid. Har- 
ris, Munn, Baker, Styles, Humphreys, 
Dwyer, Keith- Wilson and Lodingham. 

A communication was road from City En- 
qlneor Wilrnot in reference to an embank- 
ment of the V. & S. railway that croeses tho 
waterworks pipe lino. Tho railway com- 
pany were willing to reloapo tho city from 
any damage that might bo caused to tho em- 
bankment by an accident to tho pipe; Re- 
ferred to the water committoo to report. 

Tho hospital aid by-law was paaaed,, after 
which tho by-law to provide §25,000 lo pur- 
chuae the Agriculluial ARsooiation grounds 
and buildings was read a first time and son- 
aidered in oomraittoo of the whole. 'The 
by-law provides for 825,0(10 44 por cent. 'A) 
your debentures, with a clause allowing tho 
city to redeem any portion of them after the 
expiration of 25'yeara. It provides also for 
granting tho use of the grouuda lor holding 
ugrioultural exhibitions. The by-law waa 
passed through the committee atage and the 
report adopted. 

May 15 waa the date fixed for submitting 
the hospital, aewoiage and agricultural 
grounds by-lawa to the ratepayeis for their 
approval. 

Ai.D. HrMi'iiuEYB} referring to the reso- 
lution paased at Monday evening's mooting 
in regard to people in arreara for water tax, 
thought atepa ahould be taken to euforco 
payment aa promptly aa poaaible. The city 
had been too lenioni, and if tho water wua 
nit off it would bring u good many dolin- 
juenta to t inii;. 

Ai.ii. Ki-:i rii Wii.'i-iN had noticed on tho 
delin(iuenl liat a groat many who were (]uite 
well to do mul able to piy.

Tlie (Quebec Aupflieau Catlietlral Cou- 
gregratiou Dissents Fmn tlie 
Bishop's luiiovatious. 



They Won't Put Up WjtU His Lordship 
—A Bad State of 
Affairs. 



Tiu) Montreal Gazette oontaics an account 
of ft TSBtry mceling at the Queboo Anglican 
Cathedral, tho proceedings of which wore 
of nioro than local interest. Tho Gazette 
Bays that tho difEculty between Bishop 
Dunn and tho Cathedral congregation has 
beea terminated by the former Agreeing to 
introduce no more innoyations in tho ser- 
vice. Those who had objected to the inno- 
vatioDB hud Bought legal advice of Hon. S. 
H. Blako, of Toronto, na to whether thoy 
could compel tho Bishop to remove his chair 
from the cathedral on tho ground that it waa 
a pariah church. The reply waa that, once 
having auceptcd tho Bishop, they wereobliged 
to put up with him, that he had full power 
to introduce u full choral service, and that 
tho cougregation could only atop all supplies 
and remove to tho church hall, which thoy 
could U80 as a pariah church. It is well 
known that there was a deficit of over 
S2,000 in the financeB of the cathedral for 
the past year, and at an informal meeting uf 
the malcontents it waa reaolved to atrai 
matters still more by reducing pew rr.uis m 
one dollar a seat. At tho Eisler vuBtry 
moetiug this waa put into etTect, both Mm 
church vvardens having aiguified their iut'Mi 
tlon of retiring on account of tho trouble in 
the cougregation. In the election of veu\r} ■ 
men the low church ticket was elected by 
an overwhelming vote. 

Reports submitted showed a deplorable 
state of affairs finanoially, there bein^ more 
than half the seats in the ohnroh unlet, and 
deficits in almost every department of 
ohnroh work. It was proposed to out off all 
OoUeotions for oataide charities, aa the 
oburoh required all they could apare. It was 
said the only way to overcome their dlffi- 
oulties was to fill the church, and this oould 
best be done by reduoinc; the rents of the 
pewB to a dollar each. I'he bishop had de 
dared himself in favor of free pewa. Tho 
cathedral had been too long a churon for the 
upper ten, the poor haviDg been excluded 
by tho high rents of pews. 

A Mr. Veaay, uddreaaing the dean, said 
they all knew that tho changes eo distaste- 
ful to tho congregation hud not emanated 
from him, and they knew what quarter thoy 
did originate in. He blamed the dean for 
yielding to thum. Thu cougregation had 
been loyal to tho dean, and why had he not 
been loyul to them ? 

Tho (ieiiu rend a statement explaining his 
courao aince ho had boon called to the 
church by the late bishop. He had prom 
isod that no chango ehouki bn made in tho 
fervico without coueuIUDg tho congrcg 
tion, and he hud dona thia in every case 
except in tho introduction of candlesticks, 
etc., for which the bishop had paid his own 
money. H^j might in thin oxso have con- 
sulted the vestry, but in any caao he felt ho 
would have been oblleed to yield to tho 
bishop's authoritative request. He defended 
the ohaogea made, briugiug the choir from 
tho gallery to tho body of the church, placing 
the pulpit at the aide, and having a choral 
service. They had retained the old service 
for the mornini;, but the congregation had 
shown their appreciation of the new service 
by turning out iu large numbers in the even- 
ing. He assured them aa to the equitability, 
advisability and finality of what had been 
done. He promised not to go any further 
in introdaeing innovations, bat would not 
take any retrograde steps. He also read u 
letter to the aama effect from the bishop. 
He closed by referring to a book of which 
serious compUint had been mado by the 
ooni^regaiion, and which has been distri- 
buted by tho church society. He objected 
to it atrongly, mainly on the ground that it 
taught coafcBsion, and ho wua sorry that it 
had ever been introduoed. He knew that 
the bishop was opposed to It on the same 
grounds. 

BUiSfiBEBY ENDORSED. 

Jiutln UcCartby Signiflns His Unqnnltfled 
Coiifldeuce in the Present Uov- 
ernment. 

London, April 17. — Justin McCarthy ad- 
dreaaed a largo meeting in London last 
evening under the auspices of tho St. I'an- 
cran branch of the National Liberal Associa- 
tion. He had much to say of tho charge 
made by dome anti-I'uruollitca and all the 
Parncllitea tliut Homo Rule was not receiv- 
ing Euliioient attention from tho preaent 
cabinet. "Immediately after Mr. Glad- 
stone resigned," Mr. McCarthy aaid, "I v/aa 
eapooitdly summoned to meet him to dincuaa 
tha prospects of Homo Rule. Mr. Glad- 
stone hud then and has still abao 
Into confidence that tbo gentlemen 
who constitutn tho present cabinet are 
faithful to tho Homo Rule cause." 

After mentioning Mr. Gladstone's convic- 
tion that Lord Rosebery waa eager to give 
Ireland all the rights whioh the old premier 
had proposed to grant her in ' the formor 
Homo Rule bill, Mr. McCarthy aaid the 
Irish now had on their side a ministry aa 
strong aa any previous one of the same ago, 
not even excepting the ministries led by 
Mr. Gladstone. Even jf the Liberal party 
should lose control of the Government tho 
Irish would have the democracy of Eng- 
land, Scotland and W'aloa behind them and 
their cause would bo aafo. Thoy must ulti- 
mately win, and ho did not boliovo tho 
Liberals would fail Ireland. But if thoy 
ahould tho Irish would oppoEO them 
and eject them from oOion at once, for tho 
Iriah held tho balance of power in Parlia- 
ment. The Tories had como grovelling, cap 
in hand, to the Irish, and thoy might do no 
again, hoping to bo enabled by tho Irish to 
got back into oliico, and in any oaso tho 
Irish hold the Government of KngUnd in 
tho hollow of their handa. Mr. McCarthy 
deprecated a public discussion of party 
diirerencca. Tho majority must govern, he 
aaid, and on all quoations of priuciplo, he 
added, tho party was still united.

MARK TVVAi^ IN TliOUBLE. 

Aa8i!:nni(>ut of Ills Publlahliig Firm— Causes 
of tho Dlllicully— Htuteiueut of 
tho Ciiao. 

Kkw York, April 18.— Tho aasiguniont 
of Samuel L. Clemens, " Mark' Twain," 
and bis pat-tear Frederick J. Hall, who oom- 
priao tho firm of Charles L. Webster Co., 
book publiahera, at No. G Fifth avenue, waa 
filed iu the County Clerk's office to day. 
Tho aaaignmont was without preference, 
and the deed was signed by Mr. Clemens in 
this oity. The assienroent caused great sur- 
priaq, and is Stated to be on aooount of the 
failure of this firm to obtain money whioh 
they oonfidently expeot«d to get to meet 
obligations jost maturing. The business 
waa started on May 1, 1884. by Charles L. 
Webster and his wife's uncle, Samuel L. 
Clemens. 

The firm started to publish the works of 
Mark Twain, but afterwards added the 
works of other authors, being principally 
BubEcription books. They also handled 

miscellaneoua booka. Mr. Webster with- 
drew from tho firm in 188S, and died in 
1893. Frederick J. Hill auoooeded Mr. 
Webator in the firm upon the latter'a with- 
drawal, and has aince continued aa the 
active manager of the firm's business. In 
1891 tho firm began the publication of 
tho " Library of American Literature," into 
which it was understood they put $100,- 
000, and whicii tied up a part of their 
uiipiiiil. Thiy sold thia part of 
the huaineHB in October, 1893, to Mr. 
Evarts Rei j imiii Early in January last 
Mr. Hall stated tint the firm aold a part of 
their Hubscription hook business, continuing 
to have BubBcri[)'iiiii branches, but wore 
making trade bouka tho feature of the buai- 
neaa. Their eeriain lOPuurcoB in the buai- 
nena amount to fruni j^l.VJ.OOO to 5:200,000 
abiiv^' any dohta. .Mr Clemens ia suppoaed 
to bu worth from S3UU,0U0 to $100,000, out- 
side of hia investment in tho firm. Mr. Hall 
aiiY!< hn thinks the liabilities will be less 
than 000. Tho assignee made a aimilar 
stuteiuont and added : " Mr. Clemens ia in- 
dividually liable for tbo debta of the firm, as 
well an the other partner. How mnoh in- 
dividual means he has I do not know, but I 
do not think he has very much. 

PILGKIMS ATTACKED. 

The lilshop of Madrid Stabbed and the Arch- 
bishops of Valencia and Seville 
Jeopardized. 

Madbid, April 18. — Further reporta of 
the attacks made by mobs in Valencia upon 
the Spanish pilgrimB bound for Rome aays 
seventeen pilgrims were seriously injured. 
Iu addition the Bishop of Madrid was 
stabbed with a knife, the weapon* piercing 
his cassock, without, however, injuring 
him. The rioters smashed the windows of 
the carriage containing the Arohbisbop of 
Seville, and then stoned the windows of the 
palace of tho Archbishop of Valencia. 

Rome, April 18.— The Spanish pilgrims 
arrived here to-day to attend tho beautifioa- 
tion of Juand'Avilla do Diego, of Cadiz. 
A large proportion of them are artisana. 
Cadiz, Barcelona and Valencia are largely 
represented. The Archbishop of Seville 
and the bishopa forming his escort will have 
audience of the Holy Father this afternoon

Ibe BeGor4 of tbe "Bramore"— UovementB of 
the Iiocal Fleet— The "Warrlmoo." 

But for the loss of a few eaiU the British 
ship Benmore, now ia Esquimalt, ia none 
the worse for her remarkably emaeli pMsage 
out from Liverpool, ' whfoh she made, 
aocordiag to tbo log, in 115 days. Had it 
not been for a slight accident which befel 
the British ship Barrowdale, necessitating a 
stoppage for repairs in the Gut part of her 
trip, the Benmore would have been a parti- 
cipant in one of the longest races on record. 
The ships belong to the same owners, and 
left Liverpool at exuotly the same time ; aa 
each hus a record for apood, there was 
naturally much apeculution among mariners 
in the metropolis ua to the outcome of the 
race around the world. The Barrowdale, 
like the Benmore, waa heavily laden, but 
on meeting with an accident waa obliged to 
diacoDtinuQ the race. The Benmore had 
previously made the round trip between 
Liverpool and Rangoon in ooven and one- 
half months, cartyiog cargoes each way and 
alao disuharging the same. Captain Scott, 
who commands the vcseol, has been in the 
employ of the company for the laat twenty- 
five years. Hia present ship, the Benmore, 
is twenty years old, a veasel of 1,'IGO tons 
register, built in Glasgow by J. Roid & Co., 
and with a well-eatubliahod record of quick 
passages between Australia and California, 
As soon aa she comes around from Esqui- 
malt, afcer discharging some naval stores, 
she will unload Victoria freight, which, 
with the balance of her cargo, amounts to 
2,000 tons weight.

The Louise lunds lumber at Port Bliikely, 
being now in b Ulaat.

Oa Wedneaday the for- 
mer will bo re'>dy for soa, and to-day the 
latter will bo towed to sea by the Lome, 
for which purpose the tug left for Departure 
Bay last eveniag.

STOCKS IN NEW lOKK. 

;Harke( Opened Irrepmlar— Gold Shipments 
Tils Week-Klnal Dealings Weak. 

New Youk, April 18. — The stock market 
opened irregular, owing to the belief that 
considerable gold would be exported and the 
loss of §126,000 in the earnings of the St. 
Paul road for the second week of April. 
The "bulla" in industrials, howevr.r, did 
■not permit their opponents to make much 
progress at this time, and took hold of Dis- 
tillers, Chicago Gas and American Sugar 
mad put them to 27, 675 ""d 98.i reapoct- 
-ively. This checked tneir declining ten- 
dency ; a firmer feeling prevailed and the 
" shorts " who had been putting out con- 
traotB with more confidence than of late 
started iu to cover. This was primarily 
due to a decline in the actual rates of ster- 
ling exchange. The morning's estimated 
efflux of §5,000,000 gold to Europe waa 
materially reduced. It is tolerably safe to 
say that unless the Stock Exchange market 
stiffona suddenly to-morrow or Friday, very 
little gold will go forward thia week. The 
early advance waa ((|ual to I C<i} 'l 
per cent, in Industrials, and \ to I per cent, 
in the Railways. A sudden break in 
General Kloctrio of nearly two points to tO^ 
duo to the execution of stop orders, uuaol- 
tied matters during tho afierntoa and tbo 
early gain waa nenurally loat. The general 
list fell oir, and in tho linal doi'.inga waa 
irregularly weak. Tho total aalea were 170,-

Washington Antborltles Profiegg to Be Satl>- 
fied Wlth the Bebrluir Sea SlU. 

Washinoton, April 18 —.The modifloa- 
tions which have been made in the British 
Behring sea bill have robbed that measure 
of the features which were most obnoxious 
to our government, and it is believed here 
that if tho act ia thoroughly adminiatered 
there will be little opportunity for pelagic 
sealing in the closed season. As it now 
stands, the result of tho Paris arbitration hav- 
ing been published in the British Columbian 
newspapers last fall, it will be a difBcuk 
task tor the owners and masters of any seal- 
ing craft to convince an impariial judge that 
they were not aware of the provisions of tho 
award and until they could catabliah such 
ignorance their veasels and cargoes are no 
longer free from forfeiture. The opportuni- 
ties to plead ignorance are expected to bo 
very few, as it is reported that the cuatoms 
otlioera at Victoria notified all of the sealers 
clearing from that port since tho beginning 
of the year of the provisiona of the award 
and warned their masters of the danger of 
eaizure.

TWENTY CENTS AN HOUR. 

Tlie Court Decides That the Itiiliiler Iliillroad 
lifci^lvers Must Fay This Kate uf Watri'S, 

Seatti.k, April IS. — N\'huu Jmlgo Cald- 
well delivered his famous tieoiaion in v/hich 
be refused to allow tbo Union Pacitiu 
receivers to cat wages, tlio employes of that 
road did not feel any happier thao did those 
of the Rainier avenue eleotric railroad yes. 
terday. Judge Langley decided liiat 20 
cents an hour was only a fair and reasonable 
oompenbation, and granted the petition oi 
the employes compelling the receiver of the 
road to restore the rate of wages 
in existence prior to his aosuming charf^e. 
The judge said he waa disposed to think 
that the receiver's cnnduot in managing the 
road WH3 commeniluble iureduciof; exiioasca 
and doing the beat ho could towards the 
wclfire of the road. He thought 
it would hive been better hid the 
receiver conferred wiUi the court 
before cutting the wiiges of the men. 
There waa not a witnera who teetilied lhat 
twenty cents an hour waa anything unreas- 
onable. I'lisiuees men argue that it ia good 
policy to pay good wagea. It wan not pro- 
per that men woriiing ten houro a day in the 
intereala of the road should receive less than 
that, Tb'J roi-.d wua a financial wreck. 
Men had loaned it money. Their specula- 
tion proved a failure. They took their 
chances and lost. That was no 
reason why the employes should bear 
the burden. The receiver was, of oourae, 
willing to restore the wages when the road 
commenced to earn moro, but such a pros 
pect was too remote. The judge commended 
the men for coming into court with their 
grievance instead of striking.

Lo.NiioN, April 18. — The Times publishes 
a despatch from Montevideo confirming tbe 
advices received regarding tho surrender of 
the rebel Brazilian fleet, which arrived off 
Buenos Ayres Monday night. The Times 
correspondent says MoUo and 1,200 men 
yielded thomselvos up to the Argentine 
(jovernmout. 

Buenos Avres, April 18. — The remains 
of tho Bmzilian rebel fleet, commanded by 
Admiral Mollo, which arrived at this port, 
were the aubjoot of extensive exchanges of 
telegraph messagoa between tbe authorities 
of tliio phicj and tho Brazilian government, 
through the lirazilian ininiator hure. The 
rebel ships are the Kepublica, Meleroe, Iris, 
Urano and Esperanza, They are in dila- 
pidated condition and the rebels on 
board are suffering from sic ncaa, wounds 
and lack of proper food. Advices from Kio 
Janeiro say general amnesty will be granted 
tbe insurgent rank and file and the Brazilian 
government will pay the ([Uirantine ex- 
penses of tbo ships if they are surrendered 
to tho Brazilian minister. Tho Argentine 
government, wiih the consent of tho rebel 
leaders, ia now superintending the delivery 
of the live war veaaids to tho Brazilian 
minister. 

President Peixoto's .'Jovernment notified 
the Government of Uruguay ihat all, with 
the exception of tho leaders, may return to 
Brazil with no fear of being severely pun- 
ished. I\othing s ema known of the ulti- 
mate destination of Admiral MoUo and Gen. 
Sulgado, although it ia believed tho former 
will take the lirat opportunity of 
escaping to a foreiL'n country where he 
can hide himoelf for tho rest of hia 
life. On all aides the utmost contempt 
is expressed for Admiral Mello, whose de- 
sertion of Admiral da (iama ia looked upon 
as a piece of cowardly treachery. It ia 
oppnly stated thivt da C^imi propo?ea to 
seek out Admiral Mello and compel him to 
meet hiT in mortal combat. If the rebel 
admiral falls into the luindsof Peixoto there 
is little doubt that he will be promptly tried 
by court-martial and shot. 

MoNTKViDEo, April 18 — An cfBoial dis- 
patch to tho Brazilian legation hero has 
been received, saying that the !• bel war- 
ship A()uidaban, formerly tho flagi'liip of 
Mollo, has been sunk oil Santa Catharina by 
the Brazilian torpedo boats. 

New Yoitic, April 17. — A Herald^Monto- 
vldeo special aays : The luuooh of tho 
Portuguese contul hero paid u visit 
to the I'i.rtugueso man-of-war Min- 
dello at her anchorage and brought 
buck 11 le'fer from Admiral (iama, who ia 
detained aboard tbe MindcUo, Thia letter 
waa addressed to the Brazilian insurgent, 
Geuoral Martinez. It waa aent to Buonoa 
Ayren. Thoro haa been some suspicion 
aroused in that city by the dispatch of the 
Portuguese transport Pedro Teicere, that 
Gania'a friends are laying another plot to 
rescue him from the Portuguese warship.

Advance Airents of Coxey's Army Uake Consid- 
erable Levies and Clear Out. 

Hancock, Md., April 18.— Tho was a 
lively time after tho Commonweal army had 
reached Hancock. It was said that Pizarro, 
Smith and Childa, formerly tho advance 
agents of tho army of tho Commonweal, had 
reached Hancock together yesterday, and 
ropreaenting themaolvea ua the authorized 
agonta of Coxey, had raised a oonaidorable 
sum of money and had left for Williamsport, 
tho next town on tho route. Brownand Coxoy 
at once iaeuod a manifesto addroaaod to 
Charles Hubert, shorifT, and tbe public de- 
nounotog tbe Commonwealera as impostors, 
and asking their arrost should they bo 
found. The Commonweal army following 
was not hospitably received in Hanoook in 
spite of tho large crowd that greeted 
The town council refused to make any pro- 
vision for feeding tho travellers, and the 
men had to take their supper ou.itho boat, 
after whioh they spread through the town, 
fillio){ the saloons and drinktug freely.
